On April 26, 2002,
WorldCom, Inc. filed amotion for an extension of the deadline for filing reply commentsin order to
dlow aufficient time to provide amore complete analyss of theissues raised in theinitid comments.

2. It isthe policy of the Commission that extensgons of time are not routingly granted.! In
this instance, however, the Bureau finds that the Movant has shown good cause for an extension of the
deedline for filing reply commentsin this proceeding. Because of the complexity and volume of the
issues raised in the initid comments filed in this proceeding, we find it appropriate to extend the deadline
for reply commentsto June 5, 2002, so that parties can more thoroughly address dll of the issuesraised
by commenters.
